REPORT. 


The  Council  for  the  year  ending  14th  Noveinhei’  190G 
have  to  report  to  the  Assembly  of  Academicians  as 
follows  : — 

I.  The  Eightieth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Saturday 
the  27th  January,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  9th  June. 
Jt  comprised  346  Paintings  in  Oil  and  Water-Colour, 
41  works  in  Scnlptnre,  68  Architectural  Diawings, 
Models,  and  Photographs  of  Architectural  Works  executed 
by  Exhibitors,  Etchings,  and  Enamels. 

The  Council  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  increased 
interest  taken  recently  by  the  public  in  the  Exhibition  has 
been  maintained. 

II.  The  Banquet  took  place  in  the  Galleries  on  the  eve  of 
tlie  public  opening  of  the  Exhibition,  when  the  President 
and  Council  had  the  honour  of  receiving  a large  and 
distinguished  company, 

III.  At  the  Statutory  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy, 
held  21st  March,  E.  M.  G.  Coventry,  Painter;  Percy 
Portsmouth,  Sculptor;  and  James  Miller,  Archit(“ct,  were 
elected  to  the  rank  of  Associate. 

IV.  The  Librarian  and  Curators  of  the  Library  report  as 
follows ; —
